EMON TALK 
BY AN EXPERT. 


BLUE MOLD PENETRATES THE 
BRUISED SKIN. 


Differentiates Between Carefully- 
Handled, Unwashed Fruit and Com- 
mercial Methods, With Percentage 
of Preservation in Favor of For- 
mer—Advocates Green Fruit. 


The cause of decay in iemons after 
they are packed for shipment, was ex- 
plained to the Lemon Growers’ Club, at 
the Chamber of Commerce yesterday, 
by A. V. Stubenrauch, a government 
expert who has been conducting expert- 
ments im Southern California for 
several years. He has reached the con- 
clusion that the lemon growers must 
pursue the same careful methods in 
picking and handling exercised by the 
orange shippers. 

Mr. Stubenrauch has demonstrated 
that, if the skin of the lemon is not 
bruised, the blue mold cannot penetrate 
it. Having established that fact, he set 
out to determine the causes of bruising. 
Carefully handled fruit, (unwashed, 
showed only seven-tenths of one per 
cent. decay at the end of a month, and 
14 or cent. in two months. Fruit 
handled by commercial! methods showed 
1.9 per cent. decay at the end of one 
month, and 3.3 per cent. in two montha. 

Regge increases the decay. Care- 
fully handled fruit lost 2.4 per cent. in 
one month, and 3.8 per cent. in two 
months. Commercial] handling gave re- 
sults of 3.9 per cent. in one month, and 
6.8 per cent. in two months. 

Stubenrauch does not advocate 
the elimination of washing, but main- 
tains the same care exercised in the 
operation that is used in picking and 
packing, would greatly lessen the de 
cay. t picked green is less subject 
to decay than that picked silver green 
or ripened on the tree.

In the Scientific American for July 
16 is presented the architect's per- 
spective of the gargantuan building 
which the metropolis has started to 
erect for its city offices. The structure 
will. be unique among municipal! build- 
ings in that it will embedy most of 
the architectural and engineering fea- 
tures of the colossa) skyscrapers on all 
The city, in fact, is going 
to build exactly on the principle which 
is observed by other owners of the al- 
most priceless street frontage th that 
region of Manhattan, and the main 
idea aimed at is the securing of the 
Greatest possibie floor space on the 
area avaliable for a site. 

With this idea thoroughly thrashed 
out New York is going to build near 
the Manhattan terminus of Brooklyn 
bridge, 6n a plot lying between Park 
Row and Center street, a structure ris- 
ing sheerly 337 feet above the curb 
line and crowned by a tower extending 
fifteen stories higher, making the 
building 560 feet high in all. The tow- 
er, which is to be exceedingly hand- 
some and on the lines of the beautiful 
tower of the present City Hall, will. to 
quote the Scientific American, give the 
building “a municipal character.” 

The structure will be of a I’ shape 
and of 381 feet frontage by 173 feet 
depth. A massive colonade crowned 
with colossal figures will satiafy the 
architectural demands of the lower 
portion of the building, while other 
simple features of ornamentation save 
the rest of the main part of the bulld- 
ing from commonplaceness. The struc. 
ture will cost about $6.000,000 without 
its furnishings, and will house 8000 
people. 

The journal from which these facts 
are quoted states that the tota! “rent- 
able” space in the building will 
close to 1,250,000 square feet. “It 
afford ample accommodations not only 
for the whole of the present depart- 
mental forces of the city, but with 
some adjustments will be capable of 
taking care of all increases of the 
force for many years to come.” The 
project will save the city an incaicula- 
bly large amount of rent charges and

New York's City Halil, lofty ard 
ultra-modern as it is, will possess 
lines of real dignity and beauty, and 
the sacrifice of certain established 
architectural ideals to the utilities is, 
by all reports, not mourned even by 
the fastidious. Architevts are coming 
to know that the skyscraper can be 
made a thing of stateliness and beau- 
ty, and the Los Angeles members of 
thet profession are not at all behind 
their brethren in other cities. The 
Los Angeles municipal Luliding, if de- 
signed by any one of a rumber of 
local architects, need not suffer, archi- 
tecturally, in comparison with that of 
New York. 

The dimensions of the local City 
Hall yoy site are 225 feet on Main, 
“6 feet on Temple, 239 feet on Spring 
and 128 feet on Market street. Aliow- 
ing for light courts, there would be 
available about 17.300 square feet 
each floor of a bulliding erected on the 
Temple-biock triangle. Under the 
present bullding laws a twelve-story 
bullding covll be erected and such a 
structure would provide 218.000 square 
feet of floor space. The Council could 
at any session make it possible for 
the city to bulld ite building higher 
than the present lim't allowed by iaw 
Such a course would appear to have 
some justification in the fact that the 
City Hall should concededly have dis- 
architectural features.

notices of location.

They were located on 
January 1, 1996. and the final entry 
was made on October 16, 1999, and ac- 
cepted by the Land Office tn this city.

INDEPENDENT SMELTER. 
MEXICO HAS GREATEST. 


MEXICO CITY, July 28.—The ereat- 
est independent smelter on the North 
American continent is the plant com- 
monly known in Mexico as the Tor- 
reon smelter, owned by the corpora- 
tion officially designated as the Com- 
pania Metalurgica de Torreon, which 
was organized October 16, 1900, and in- 
augurated the works at Torroon, State 
of Coahuila, in 1992. The smelter is 
equipped with nine furnaces for treat- 
ment of lead-silver ores, installed upon 
the water-jacket system, and each 
having a capacity of 115 tons daily, 
besides which there are a copper fur- 
nace of & capacity of 250 tons a da 
and a converter for copper ores 
for fifteen tons a day. 

In the last three years the Torreon 
smelter has treated 770,518 tons of ore 
of a value of $24,077,063.78. Mexican 
currency, the least tonnage having 
been recorded in 19909 on account of 
the scarcity of salicious ores availa- 
bie. In the years of 1907, 1998 and 1909 
the value of exports in the form of 
silver-lead bars was $30,626,840.25, com- 
puted in Mexican silver. 

Originally the Torreon smelter com- 
pany was capitalised at $1,260,000 in 
Mexican currency and started opera- 
tions with only four furnaces, estab- 
lishing agencies at Parral, Chihuahua 
and Guanacevi, and from the first pro. 
viding for its employés comfortable 
homes, fine schools and the conveni- 
ences of a modern hospital and drug 
store, with attendant services of a 
competent corps of physicians and sur- 
geons. In 1903 the capital was in- 
creased to $1,760,000, and there were

The manufacture of inlaid linoleum 
is announced from Scotland. It is ex- 
pensive, as the colors are not merely 
printed on the surface of the fabric, 
but are solié ali through. Under the 
original patens it was manufactured 
by means of stencils. The fabric 
which was placed on the canvas 
foundation was a mixture of oxidized 
linseed ofl and ground cork, and to 
this mixture was sddded the desired 
color. By means of a stencil apper- 
atus the biack colors of a pattern 
were laid down on the canvas; there- 
after the red parts were also laid 
down. and #0 on, and after the pat- 
tern had been completed the whole 
was subjected to hydraulic pressure 
and then dried. 

This patent has expired, but a new 
process has been introduced in which 
each color is manufactured in sheets. 
A sheet is passed through 4 cylinder 
having knives which cut out the 
requisite parts of the color for mak- 
ing the pattern, and the machine dé- 
posits these parts on the canvas in 
the appropriate places. Each succes- 
sive color is dealt with in this way, 
and after al! the colors have been 
laid oon the whole is subjected to 
heavy pressure.

When they began their campaign of 
agitation in Los Angeles they an- 
nounced that they would have the 
support of the American Federation 
of Labor and its affiliated unions, and 
would be able to command an unlim- 
ited supply of money with which to 
carry on the fight. 

It now develops that the labor para- 
sites will have to depend entirely 
upon the unions of San Francisco for 
the “sinewe of war.” The American 
Federation of Labor, as well as all the 
big international unions, have assured 
the laborites here that the best they 
can offer them in the way of support 
is their “best wishes,” but as for 
money—there is none avaiiabie. 

In a letter from Samuel Gompers 
to the San Francisco Labor Council, 
he says that the executive council of 
the American Federation, which is 
composed of the presidents of the big 
international unions, including Prest- 
dent Valentine of the molders, and 
President O'Connell of the Machinists’ 
Unton, has not the data at hand which 
would warrant making any appropria- 
tion, and that thé international unions 
involved in the trouble at Los Angeles 
have not made any request for finan- 
celal assistance. 

Gompers also denies the request of 
the labor agitators here that he send 
out a genera! appeal to organized ia- 
bor throughout the country for finan- 
cial assistance. .He gives as his rea- 
son that the workery” have already 
been taxed to the liniit and that a fur- 
ther appeal for funds would be use- 
less. Therefore, the labor agitators 
here must rely entirely upon the local 
unions for money with which to carry 
on their dirty work in Los Angeles 
and the outlook is anything but in- 
spiring for those creatures who make 
their living from the poor dupes 
who work hard to make both ends 


meet. 

Thie is the situation here: Many of 
the unions have refused to levy an 
assessment for the so-called Los An- 
goles strike. Some of the unions that 
have levied the assessment have lost 
about 50 per cent. of their members 
and will soon be forced out of exis- 
tence. Many of the unions are paying 
an assessment for strikers in other 
parts of the country and can contrib- 
ute nothing more. The hod carriers, 
pricklayers and plasterers here are 
having trouble and must be supported. 
The building mechanics of Alameda 
county will make a demand for an in- 
crease of $1 per day in wages on Au- 
gust 1, and it will take money to carry 
on the fight there. The carpenters in 
Stockton are already calling for as- 
sistance. Many of the unions have in. 
vested large sums in the Geary Street 
Rallway bonds in order to carry out 
the bluff that Municipal ownership of 
public utilities is the demand of the 
public in San Francisco. 


With calls for money on every hand 
and with funds tied up, it

The story going. the rounds that 
uniess the Brewers’ Association gives 
in to the demands of the Brewery 
Workers’ Union of Los Afgeles for 
an Increase in wages by August 1, pro- 
hibition will be made a live issue in 
Los Angeles, is considered a huge joke. 

In the first place, the labor organiza- 
tions here have already gone on rec- 
ord as opposed to local option or pro- 
hibition. This is not to be wondered at 
as the ringleaders in the so-called labor 
movement, and many of their follow- 
ers, are hard drinkers and could not 
exist without their beer or whisky, 
and if an attempt should be made 
to vote Los Angeles “dry,” every ia- 
bor agitator and their disciples would 
get out of Los Angeles to a more sa- 
lubriouws climate as quickly as they 
could. This might be an inducement 
for the long-suffering citizens of Los 
Angeles to join in the proftibition 
movement. 

The effort to vote Los Angeles “dry” 
will never be sanctioned by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, as it will be 
bitterly opposed to the Cooke’, Waiters’, 
Waitresses’ and Bartenders’ Unione, 
which are very strong in the American 
Federation of Labor.

INTO NEW ASSOCIATION. 


Peaceful Methods Provided for Set- 
tling Labor Disputes Without Re- 
sorting to Strikes or interruption 
of Business—Wages Will Continue, 
Thus Preventing Suffering. 


GROWING RAPIOLY. 


USTRIAL 
PEACE IN SIGHT. 


Incidents of the passing days like 
the great strike by the conductors, 
trainmen and yardmen on the entire 
Grand Trunk Railroad system—which 
deals a hard blow at thousands of men 
who have no grievance and cannot 
draw strikers’ benefits meantime and 
effects most disastrously numerous in- 
terests throughout Canada and the 
northern belt of American States, dis- 
close the tremendous power thal or- 
ganization labor wields in these ines 
through its “wnions’ and their poll- 
cies, although it is the fact that out 
of fully thirty million workers here 
in the United States, less than two 
million are labor-unionists; the unor- 
ganized 93 per cent. of the workers 
and the other sixty million of the popu- 
lation are at times wholly at the mercy 
of these unionist forces, says the New 
York Commercial. The situation pro- 
jects a most serious problem: Either 
the now-unorganized workers must 
proceed forthwith to band themeeclives 
together for protection against union- 
ism or all the interests In the coun- 
try outside of the unions—every unit 
of the population that can be injured 
by them— must become associated in 
some way for mutual! protection against 
them and for enforcing the penalties of 
the laws on them whenever and wher- 
ever they break the laws, and such 
crimes by them are increasingly com- 
mon. 

An organization undér the first-named 
Plan that already promises to do a 
great work is the National Trades’ and 
Workers’ Association it was little 
known, comparatively, outside of its 
headquarters at Battle Creek, Mich, 
prior to the time when it offered its 
presidency at $100,000 a year to Theo- 
dore Roorevelt on his return from 
Africa; but it has since then achieved 
a country-wide reputation as a 
ful organization of laborers, not formed 
for fattening the purses of its officers 
and agents or for preying on industrv 
and commerce, but for bettering the 
condition of its own members, their 
employers and the communities in 
which and on which they exist. These 
members are pledged not to strike or 
boycott or “picket; they agree to re- 
frain from all acts of violence and 
from coercion in any form. If they 
have a grievance or a desire for any 
change in working conditions, they pr-- 
sent their cause peacefully and wit! 
dignity, but with all the force that they 
can command. Failing to gain their 
point, they join with their employers 
in calling in a board of mediators—but 
by previous agreement they keep at 
work; there is thus no interference 
with the industry; wages go on: the 
wage money circulates in the com- 
munity, as usual; there is no hardship, 
no suffering, no injustice anywhere 
about: when ali the facta on both sides 
have been brought out, a settlement is 
generally reached; but, if not, then all 
these facts are forthwith given to the 
public in the local newspapers, and thuc 
public opinion on the matters at issue 
fe formed intelligently and without 
or misrepresentation; if, final- 
y, the case goes against them, they 


The] 
system !s almost ideal in its concep- 
tion, and is reported to be wonderfully 
successful in its operation. The asso- 
clation is srowing rapidly in member- 
ship and equally in influence; and it is 
enlisting the hearty sympathy and 
Support of the best classes of employ- | 
ers wherever one of ite organizations 
exists.

PLAIN TALK. 
MUST 
MAKE A CHANGE. 
COMMON SENSE MUST BE USED 
IN DISPUTES. 


A Labor Organ Declares Strikes 
and Boycotts Are Out of Date, and 
That Empleyers Are Now as Well 
Organized as the Werkingmen te 
Defend Themselves. 


[Labor Digest:] Is it not time that 
organized labor began looking about, 
and trying to find some better and 
more effeative way of dealing with 
labor disputes, than by resorting to 
expensive, annoying, and in many in- 
stances losing strikes, and equally ex- 
pensive, and more ineffective boy- 
cotts? 

While it may be true that In past 
years, some of the strikes ordered by 
organized labor were more or less 
beneficial, and that many things were 
won for labor by strikes, and that 
even boycotts were sometimes made 
effective, and that conditions were 
improved by the of such 
methods, yet it is still true that at 
best strikes are costly, and that the 
sufferings and loss which they have 
brought upon the workingmen and 
their families in the past has been in- 
calculable. Perhaps the gains for la- 
bor have offset the losses, and if there 
were no other and better way for set- 
tiling labor disputes, and strikes could 
still be made effective, it might be 
policy to continue their use. 

But it is a fact which organized la- 
bor must admit, that the employers 
are now as well organized as the work- 
ingmen, and that any attempt to en- 
force conditions or wages through the 
adoption of compuleory methods is apt 
to be met with most stubborn resist- 
ance, and that the chances for win- 
ning a strike are far jess than they 
were a few years ago, when the or- 
ganized workingmen dealt only with 
the individual employer. 

These are the facts which the aver- 
age labor leader seems to fail to take 
into consideration in his dealings 
with the labor problem, and the aver- 
age labor leader seems to be utterly 
unable to realize that vast changes 
have beem going on in the industrial 
field within the past few years, and 
that if the organizations of labor ex- 
pect to maintain their positions, and 
to make any advancement, they must 
change their tactics, and modify their 
methods, to meet these changed con- 
ditions. 

While it was at one time a com- 
| paratively easy matter for a well-or- 
ganized labor union to force an 
dividual employer to accede to the de- 
mands of the organization, it is now 
alm hopeless task for any ] 


union to compel an employer to accept 
their terms, for the reason that the tn- 
dividual employer is very apt to be a 
jmember of the local employers’ asso- 
‘elation, which tin turn is connected 
with the National Employers’ Associa: 
tion, representing an immense amount 
of money, all of which is pledged to the 
support of any employer who finds 
himeelf in a position where he needs 
assistance to resist the demands of or- 
ganized labor. 

Now, this does not mean that these 
employers’ associations are formed for 
the purpose of breaking up organisa- 
tions of labor, or of refusing to recog- 
rs 4 the right of workingmen to form 
labor unions. But it does mean that 
when an employer deems that unjust 
demanits are being made upon him, or 
‘nat he ts unable to grant wagés or 
hours demanded, and a strike is forced 
‘upon him, he shall be supported to 
ithe. finish by his fellow employers. 
These are not theories, but the simple 
facts which govern present ithons, 
and are the conditions with which or- 
ganized labor must calculate tm its fu- 
ture dealings with their employers. 

These things being true. what is the 
obviously sensible thing for organised 
labor to do? Is it to continue in the 
old obsolete method of strikes and boy- 
cotts, which every day is Jemonstrat- 
ing are becoming less effective, and by 
which organized labor can hope to ac- 
compish nothing, and which are losing 
the sympathy of the public for organ-

Is not this a better 
way than to be carried away by some 
hot headed would-be leader; who, be- 
cause he cannot get all he asks at the 
first interview, or at one time, or whe 
has nothing at stake, would plunge his 
organization into a strike for the mere 
excitement, or for a chance to show | 
his power, and order a strike which 
has very littie chance of succeeding,

We do not believe there will @ ques- 
tion arise between organized labor and 
organized capital which cannot be set- 
tled by representatives from the t 
organizations, with instructions to 
and discuss the differences calmly and 
dispassionately, and with a real .in- 
tention of arriving at some reasonable — 
basis of settlement. And we beileve 
that the gains to both sides by such 
settlements would be much more than 
could be calculated by mere dollars 
and cents.

easy, and would go @ long way towards 
obviating any ity for even such - 
committees. | 
We are not quite ready to believe | 
in compulsory arbitration, neither do 
we believe that compulsory arbitration 
would be necessary, if the level-head-

APID TRUCK 
»MAKES; RECORD. 
AND REACHES CHICAGO. 
Arrives Twelve Hours Behind Tour- 


Just what part the commercial ve- 
hicle played in the recent Glidden 
tour can be learned from a letter sent 
to Woods R. Woolwine, president of 
the Woolwine Motor Car Company, 
agents for the Rapid truck, from the 
General Motors Company. The letter 
tella what the Rapid did on the long 
tour of the Automobile Association of 
America and shows how necessary the 
commercial car was to the success of 
the run. 
WwW. J. Macirmes, who made the trip 
in the Rapid, has just returned to his 
home. Me says he i# not suffering 
ffom the gruelling effects of the trip. 
He says he he does not believe another 
machine built could stand the drive 
which the Rapid made. 
“After reaching Chicago,” says Mc- 
Irmes,” the Rapid truck was practi- 
cally the only machine in the tour that 
was run on its own power back t its 
plent. After reaching Chicago Just 
twelve hours after the competing tour. 
ing cars, the Rapid started toward 
Detroit, a further distance of 276 
miles. It made the run. 
“The mileage covered shows what 
the truck did. From Detroit to Cincin- 
nati, 610 miles; 2869 miles over the 
Hidden route, and 299 miles from Chi- 
cago back to the Rapid plant. The 
only trouble on the entire trip was the 
breaking of several #prings because of 
the tortuous roads. This did not hin- 
der the progtess of the freight car. 
“On roads we were capable of 
making from twenty-six to thirty-six 
miles an hour On account of the 
slowness Of thé truck compared with 
other care on the tour it was neces- 
sary for the crew to be On hand night 
and Gay. During the sixteen days of 
the tour but thirty-six hours were 
spent in bed. The rest of the time 
the crew teok turns sleeping in the 
truck.” 
The Glidden Rapid truck was a fea- 
ture thé past week of thé Elks parade 
in Detroit. The battered commercial 
vehicle, which did the entire tour, was 
the object of much cUtriosity on the 
part of those who watched the many 
machines in line.
